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Alerted Public Aiding 


In House Break Probes 


An alert and aware Andover 
public has responded to the 
appeal of the Andover police in 
reporting unusual activity in 
areas of town, with the result 
that there has been a curb on 
house break activity this past 
week. 

Responding to reports 
carried by the TOWNSMAN 
last week noting that $100,000 in 
loss of valuables since the first 
of the year, and the request for 
assistance from the general 
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public, police report this week 
an increase in the number of 
telephone reports received. 

Police are hopeful that such 
assistance will continue and 
emphasize that it is better to 
make a call to the station than 
to have to regret the loss of 
valuables such as silver and 
similar items. 

Police officials reiterated 
this week that they would 
rather answer numerous ‘‘false 
alarms,’’ so.to speak, than have 
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to investigate the theft of a sub- 
stantial quantity of valuables. 

Patrolmen Donald Mooers of 
the detective division reported 
Wednesday that the response to 
the appeal issued in the 
TOWNSMAN last week has had 
results and that a substantial 
number of calls had been 
reported and investigated. 

The number of house breaks 
also showed a decrease. There 


were a few of a minor variety | 


during the week, some dealing

with apartment complexes. 
While there were losses 
reported, none were of the sub- 
stantial variety. One break in- 
volved the theft of $7 from a 
drawer he reported. 

Another result of the news 
reports of the thefts a week ago 
has been increased activity in 
the installation of home burglar 
alarm system,s which are tied 
in to the police station.

‘*Suddenly people have 
become concerned about their 
areas and other people residing 
nearby, and this is‘ good,’ 
Mooers said, as he noted that 
continued effort in this area 
will greatly assist the police in 
cutting down the housebreaks 
as well as hopefully leading to 


‘arrests. 
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While construction of new homes has dipped somewhat, 


building in Andover is ahead of a year ago, aided particularly 
by the construction of the new Hewlett-Packard plant in West 


Andover. 


Figures for the first six months of 1975 show that construc- 
tion authorized by Building Inspector Arthur Peatman is $6,- 


257,908 ahead of the similar p 


eriod of a year ago. 
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The $6.8 million permit issued for the new industrial plant 
actually provides the differential since new house construc- 
tion is off, but offset by increases in additions and alterations 
and other areas such as installation of private pools. 

New house construction is off from a year ago by 32 units, 
according to the figures. There were 80 permits issued for 
new homes a year ago, while only 48 have been issued from 
January through June of this year. 

The principal drop in new house permits came mainly dur- 
ing the first three months of the year, with the last quarter 
showing considerable improvement in the new home building 
market in Andover. 

In June there were 12 new houses authorized for a total of 
$429,000, not too far off from the figures for the same month a 
year ago when 18 permits were issued for an estimated cost 
of $581,000. 

In the first six months of the year, new home building has 
accounted for $1,679,000 of the total permits issued, while a 
year ago the figure was $2,640,000, a difference of $961,006. 

What could be considered an economic indicator is the in- 
crease in additions and alterations authorized the first half of 
1975, compared to the same period a year ago. 

Peatman issued 165 permits for changes to existing homes 
in Andover during the January to June period this year, while 
a year ago there were 142 permits issued. 

The additional permits resulted in authorization of $82,593 
more work in this area than in 1974. 

During the first six months this year, the permits issued 
resulted in $411,158, while in 1974, the amount of work was 
$328,565. 

Last month there were 45 permits issued for additions and 
alterations at a cost of $80,293. The same month a year ago, 31 
permits were issued for $53,106. 

The six-month totals reflect a rather interesting statistic, 
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Dividing Andover’s present 
six precincts into eight, allow- 
ing for more equal distribution 
of voters throughout the town 
has been completed by the town 
clerk’s office, but will not be 
implemented until 1977 elec- 
tions. 

Town Clerk Elden R. Salter 
reports that the new. voting 
lines have been designed to 
provide more balanced dis- 
tribution of voters in the town, 
as well as establishing more 
normal boundary lines for the 
various precincts. 

Some present boundary lines 
for the precincts have been 
carved up by new housing 
developments in recent years. 
The new alignment will bring 
the precinct lines into closer 
conformity. 

Implementation of the new 
precincts will not take place 
next year due to the state and 
national elections which could 
lead to confusion among the 
electorate. Rather the new 
lines will be established for the 
1977 off-year election period. 

The new precincts will also 
be utilized in the redistricting 
of the state legislature schedul- 
ed for 1978. 


The town’s census figures 
were submitted to the 
secretary of state office 
Wednesday for verification. 

Town Clerk Salter has 
forwarded the computer prin- 
touts to the state office for 
verification before releasing 
the official figures of the town’s 
population.

Commissioner John J. Carroll 
of the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Works announced 
that a series of public Infor- 
mational Meetings will be held 
throughout the State to afford the 
public the opportunity to become 
fully acquainted with a proposed 
Experimental Program for the 
Statewide Snow and Ice Control 
Operations of the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Works. 

The,Experimental Program is 
being conducted in response to 
comments received on a Draft 
Environmental Impact Report 
that was distributed in 
November, 1974. This report is 
now required under Chapter 30, 
Section 62 of the General Laws 
which states that, ‘‘No agency, 
department, board, commission 
or authority of the com- 
monwealth or any authority of 
any political subdivision thereof 
shall commence any work, pro- 
ject, or activity which may cause 
damage to the environment until 
sixty days after it has published a 
final environmental impact 
report in accordance with the 
provision of this section or until 
sixty days after a public hearing 
on said report, provided that 
research, planning, design and 
other preliminary work 
necessary to describe and 
evaluate such project for the pur- 
poses of this section may be un- 
dertaken.”’ 

A task force made up of 
representatives from the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Public Works, the Metropolitan 
District Commission, the 
Massachusetts Bay Transporta- 
tion Authority and the 
Massachusetts Turnpike Authori- 
ty, who are jointly responsible 
for. the Environmental Impact 
Report, have been meeting on a 
regular basis. Also included in 
this task force are the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources, 
Department of Public Health,

County Historic, Scenic 


District Established 


The Essex County Historic and 
Scenic District Planning Com- 
mission is now official. The bill 
setting up the Commission, spon- 
sored by Senator William L. 
Saltonstall (R-Manchester), 
Senator Kevin B. Harrington (D- 
Salem) and several Essex County 
representatives, was signed into 
law this week. Any city or town 
in Essex County may send a 
representative to the Commis- 
sion which will meet early in 
September or as soon as 
representatives from eight com- 
munities have been appointed. 

“Local choice is a key provi- 
sion of the enabling act,’’ Senator 
Saltonstall stated. Many Essex 
County communities have areas 
of unique scenic and _ historic 
value which should be preserved 
for ourselves and for future 
generations. Right now only a 
few communities in our area 
have historical commissions of 
their own. This act enables com- 
munities to consider together 
whether they want a historic and 
scenic district, and if so, what its 
boundaries should be and how it 
should operate,’’ Saltonstall ex- 
plained. 

Following the lead of the Old 
King’s Highway Commission on 
Cape Cod, this Commission will 
inventory the main historic and 
scenic features in the par- 
licipating communities, decide 
what is important to preserve 
‘and what guidelines should be set 
up to encourage development 
consistent with these resources. 
The Commission is authorized to 
draw up a plan taking into ac- 
count the economic and housing 
needs of the area as well as the 
historic and scenic features. The 
plan can then be the basis of a 
regional historic district. 

If the Commission decides to 
recommend the establishment of 
a regional historic district, they 
will draw up legislation and sub- 
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mit it to participating com- 
munities for approval before fil- 
ing it in the legislature. Only 
those cities and towns which vote 
to accept the legislation will 
become members of the district. 

“The first step in getting the 
Commission going is for the 
selectmen or town manager in 
the towns: or the mayor or city 
manager in the cities which wish 
lo participate to appoint a 
‘representative to the Commis- 
sion. Existing historical com- 
missions can serve in an advisory 
capacity to the representative: in 
communities without historical 
commissions, separate advisory 
committees can be appointed. I 
hope this goes forward, and I ex- 
pect to work with the Commis- 
sion enthusiastically,’’ 
Saltonstall said.

Police Force 


An alert Andover citizenry, which would actually 
result in a 26,000 member police force for the town, 
seems to be about the best method of combating the 
alarming number of house breaks and substantial thefts 
that have been rampant in the community. 

As reported in the Townsman last week, close to 
$100,000 in valuable personal property has been rifled 
from homes in Andover during the first six months of 
the year. 

The value is strictly book value, not the actual worth 
to the victims of the work of what would appear to be 
professional thieves. 

Actual worth to the owners could be double when con- 
sideration is given to the sentimental value of such 
items as silver or other valuables received as gifts. 
Some of the property stolen has antique value beyond 
estimate. 

It is often easy to be critical and in this case simply 
state where are the police. 

But being critical of the police is not the answer. 

There are just so many police on duty at a time to 
cover over 32 square miles of territory in Andover. 

They need the assistance of the general public. 

How often has someone or something suspicious oc- 
curred in a neighborhood and allowed to pass by without 
notice, only to find that the activity had actually in- 


volved a house break? 

It seems too easy to sit back and not get involved, 
rather than to take the few seconds needed to notify the 
police, whose response could well prevent serious loss 
and very well could lead to arrests. 

It well could be easy to exercise hesitancy in repor- 
ting a strange car on the street or in a neighbor’s 
driveway. 

But, as one Andover police officer noted, local depart- 
ment members would like to extend a friendly greeting 
to a visiting in-law, if that be the case, rather than have 
the neighbor return home to find the property stripped 
of valuables. 

It must be remembered that those who are operating 
in the community are fully knowledgable of the items of 
value. They are polished performers in the art of ob- 
taining only the best of household items. 

A year ago Andover citizens were alarmed at the 
work of arsonists active in the community. 

The police responded with increased patrols and 
special assignments, and, with the assistance of the 
public were able to make arrests. 

A similar effort now will provide the assistance need- 
ed to prevent further loss of valuables and serve notice 
that Andover is no longer an easy touch for those in the 
criminal trade.

Raytheon 
Earnings At 
Record 


Raytheon Company has 
reported record second-quarter 
earnings of $1.26 a share, com- 
pared with 96 cents a share in 
1974. 

Sales, net income and earnings 
per share for both the quarter 
and half ended June 29 were all 
the highest for any quarter or six- 
month period to date. 

In the second quarter, 
Raytheon’s net income of $18,- 
971,000 was 31 per cent above the 
comparable 1974 net of $14,463,- 
000. Sales of $572,028,000 were 20 
per cent above year - earlier 
sales of $476,330,000. 

Per-share earnings are based 
on average number of shares out- 
standing, which for the second 
quarter amounted to 15,093,303 in 
1975 and 15,003,169 last year. 

In 1975’s first half, Raytheon 
earned $34,872,000 or $2.32 a 
share on sales of $1,101,977,000. A 
year earlier, the company earned 
$26,726,000 or $1.78 a share on 
-sales of $905,418,000. The average 
number of shares outstanding in 
the first-half was 15,060,094 in 
1975 and 14,990,099 the year 
before. 

Thomas L. Phillips, chairman 
and chief executive, said 
Raytheon’s second - quarter 
gains resulted primarily from 
continued sales growth in govern- 
ment electronics and energy ser- 
vices. In other business areas, he 
described the overall perfor- 
mance as ‘‘quite satisfactory, 
considering the general state of 
the economy.’ 

Raytheon’s backlog of orders 
at the end of June totaled $2.62 
billion, compared with. $2.39 
billion a year earlier. The portion | 
of the backlog funded by the U.S. 
Government was $617 million, 
compared _ with $628 rhillion a 
_ year ago. 

Provision for federal and 
foreign income tax was $13,628,- 
000 in the second quarter and 
$26,196,000 in. the first half.

H-P Project 


Is Progressing 


The town’s phase of develop- 
ment of the West Andover in- 
dustrial area, is moving ahead 
well, with good progress 
reported on tying up all 
agreements between the town 
and Hewlett-Packard and 
Arkwright/Boston Insurance 
Co. 

Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin reported this week that 
it is hoped that Andover of- 
ficials will be in a_ position 
within the week to take 
easements over the property 
through which the trunk line 
sewer will run. 

The City of Lawrence must 
also exercise some easements 
over property where the trunk 
will lead from Andover to its 
connection with the city trunk 
line. 

The manager ate noted that 
satisfactory movement is being 
made on the agreements 
between the town, H-P and the 
insurance company, owners of 
the industrial land. 

The documents are being 
prepared and examined by 
counsel for the town and the 
developers and appear to be 
nearly in order. 

As for the contract for the 
construction of the sewer line, 
Austin said the J.F. White

Construction Co., of Boston, has 
been asked to extend the 
deadline for official awarding 
of the contract for two weeks, 
in order to provide sufficient 
time for all easements and 
legal work to be completed. 

It is expected that the con- 
tract will be awarded by Aug. 1. 

It is necessary to exercise the 
taking of easements before of- 
ficially awarding the contract 
and the selectmen would like to 
have all agreements signed and 
in hand before the sewer con- 
struction work begins. 

Some time was lost due to the 
need to determine the actual 
low bidder on the sewer project 
for which the town ap- 
propriated $2.5 million in 1973. 

The State Department of 
Labor and Industries deter- 
mined White to be the low 
bidder after J. D’Amico 
Construction, also of Boston, 
admitted an error in his bid fil- 
ing which would have made his 
firm the low bidder. 

Meanwhile, construction 
work continues on the new $6.8 
‘million Hewlett-Packard plant 
on the former Shattuck Farm 
property.
